An across-the-board $6 weekly 
pay raise for town employees 
would cost the town $24,480 in 
1956 and a larger amount in 1957. 

Based only on a 40-weeks-per- 


jod after town meeting, the pro- 


posed increase would affect 102 
men and women. In 1957, the raise 
would be figured on 52 weeks. 
School department personnel 
have already been granted wage 
increases amounting to $18,504. 
The school committee, in addit- 
ion to regular increments appear- 


ing on the salary schedule, voted, 


to give a $200 increase to teach- 
ers and to raise salaries and pay- 
ments to other members of the de- 
partment. 

The library has also included a 
pay raise in its annual budget 
which is submitted separately 
from other town departments.

Must Have Industry 


Industrial development, badly needed here to offset ris- 
ing municipal costs and to reduce the tax burden on home- 
owners, will be at stake when the voters gather for town 
meeting March .10. 

There is no clear argument against industrial expansion 
in Andover. 

The question appears to come on where it will be — 
West Andover? Lowell Junction? 

We believe, and have often reitterated our belief, that 
the location within our borders of substantial industry is 
the only sensible solution to the taxpayers’ problems. It 
is the only logical way to help pay for all the improve- 
ments of utilities and services demanded by the residen- 
tial growth of the past few years. 

West Andover voters have several times repeated their 
feelings against rezoning a large area for industry near 
their homes. A few have agreed to the proposal but the 
majority have said they will come to town meeting pre- 
pared to fight against the zoning change. We have heard it 
rumored that they are preparing to hire legal counsel to 
carry the fight in town meeting. 

It’s too bad that such a proposed change can’t come 
peacefully, without bad feelings, without rancor. 

For somewhere in this town there must be an industrial 
area suitable for the ‘‘Industrial Park’’ type of develop- 
ment and the industrial committee found the West And- 
over area to be the most suitable one. 

If there had been two such areas, we suspect that res- 
idents in both would have, in effect said, ‘don’t put the 
development near our homes or our property’’. 

The voters must, at town meeting, debate a plan that 
will be for the over-all good of the town. Their primary 
concern should be that over-all objective, even though 
there are objections from residents. 

We hope that the folks in West Andover will realize 
that those advocating an industrial zone are not doing so 
out of malice but only because it is the only area having 
most of the advantages sought by light industry. 

In Lowell Junction, there seems to be little question 
about the advisability of rezoning for heavier industry 
that requires railroad service. There have been few if any 
objections to it from townspeople. 

We hope that both suggestions are adopted. 

A third proposed change concerns a Strip of land be- 
tween Andover st. and the railroad tracks — 84 feet at its 
widest. It will be used for a milk processing plant and 
allied purposes and will be subject to the same restrict- 
ions suggested for the West Andover area, thus preventing 
objectionable practices. 

Although the zoning board of appeals once turned down 
a petition for a lumber yard on the property, on the basis 
of having no authority to take any action, we feel that it 
would benefit the town to have an industrial zone created 
there. Additional use of the land and buildings will bring 
+n more taxes — and Andover badly needs all the help it

1955 appropriation is being turned 
back to the town — and a special 
article for $2450 for payment on 
the master plan has been inserted 
in the warrant. They explained 
that last year’s town meeting ap- 
proved $2500 in a special article 
for master plan work and the plan- 
ning board believed it could take 
money from a budget item on sal- 
aries to pay the remainder of its 
contract with the consultants. 

However, they said, Town

Last year the board hired Con- 
sultant Nord Davis and Engineer 
Clinton Goodwin for master plan 
work at $5500. All but the $2450 
has been paid, thus causing the 
article in the warrant. 


An item of $5500 in the 1956 
budget to be Submitted for ap- 
proval is for master plan work. 


The selectmen and the planning 
board have discussed the budget 
with the Finance committee. 

Other figures listed in this 
year’s budget are $1975 for sal- 
aries of a part-time secretary and 
engineering services; $400 for 
printing and postage; $150, stamps 
and stationary; $20 federal tax; 
$100 for miscellaneous items, ad- 


for telephone. 

In 1955, the voters approved to- 
tal expenditures of $8290 for the 
planning board while this year’s 
budget total is $8265.

Legal opinion on whether a sub- 
division can be approved with res- 
trictions based on off-site prob- 
lems will be sought from Town 
Counsel! Vincent Stulgis. 

Atty. Richard Simmers Monday 
night filed definitive plans for 
Downing North Acres and reittera- 
ted his belief that the planning 
board may approve the plan but 
place such restrictions on it as 
they wish. 

By so doing, he said, the plan 
could be filed at the Registry prior 
to any change in lot sizes which 
would, he declared, work a hard- 
ship on his client. ° 

The board and Atty. Simmers de- 
bated the problem briefly, with 
members of the board pointing out 
that there is no intent on the 
board’s part to hold up approval 
until possible town meeting action 
on recommended zoning changes. 

However, they pointed out that 
the off-site problems of sewage, 
water and drainage — on which the 
plan was originally turned down — 
are still present although the on- 
site utilities may meet regula- 
tions.
